After you insert the DOS 3.3 disk in 
your drive and specify the file to be 
converted, (kinvert loads it into 
memory and then immediately tries to 
save it out to the ProDOS destination 
disk. Of course, your single drive 
still contains the DOS 3.3 disk, so the 
PrvDOS pathname isn't found. 

Instead of asking you to change 
disks (the 'user friendly' thing to 
do). Convert displays the message 
"Error: No room on volume". So, single 
disk drive oKners cannot use the

Convert utility to transfer DOS 3.3 
files over to the rroDOS format, 
right? Wrong! 

Like most things in conputerdon, 
someone usually comes up uith a uay 
to beat the system! 

In this case, there is 
a vay to get oixt of 
the sten and use 
Convert with your 
single drive /'/'c or 
if the later is of 
the 128K variety. 

Even though 1 own a 
two drive system, I 
tried this approach 
out and it works. 

Use Convert's P 
command to set the 
prefix of the destination disk to 
/RAM. This is the name of the 
RAMdisk volume that ProDOS sets vip 
in the auxiliary memory area of the 
80-column text card. How when you 
Convert your DOS 3.3 file, it will be 
saved to the /RAM volume in memory 
instead of out to the disk drive. 

Put the Users Disk back in the drive 
and exit from the Convert utility by 
pressing Q and resetting the path¬ 
name back to /Users.Disfc/Basic.System 
and hit Return. You are now back to 
the main menu and your Converted 
file is still in /RAM. 

Go to the Filer utility and replace 
the Users Disk with a formated 
ProDOS disk. Then transfer the file 
from /RAM to the disk in the drive.

AppleWorks users may have noticed 
that the word processor allows you 
to create a new document from an 
ASCII file. The program also contains 
the message, "DOS files must first be 
converted to ProDOS-formatted files 
before AppleWorks can read them. 
Use ProDDs utilities disk." 


Unfortunately, the process for doing 
this is not as simple as it seems. The 
following method was obtained from 
the January issue of Kibble. Those 
faint of heart and easily confused 
are excused! 


Use the ProDOS Users Disk to format 
a fresh disk and write down the 
names of the DOS 3.3 text files you 
wish to convert. Go to the Convert 
utility and remove the Users Disk 
from its drive and replace it with 
your DOS 3.3 file disk. 


Make s\ire the "Direction" of the file 
transfer is correctly set. If not, use 
the R option to reverse the direction. 
Set the ProDOS prefix to match your 
formatted disk volume prefix by 
using the P menu option. 


Select option T to transfer the DOS 
3.3 files to the ProDOS disk and give 
the file name<s> you 
wish to transfer. If 
you forget the 
names, enter a 
question mark 
instead of a name 
and the catalog of 
file names will be 
displayed. 


The WS ASCII text 
files are now 
converted to PrcDtS 
ASCII text files. 

However, one more 
step is required to 
convert the ProDOS ^ . 

ASCII text files into AppleWorks word 
processor (WP> files. 



Remove the DOS disk and boot 
AppleWorks. Choose the "Add Files" 
option and "Make a new file for the 
Word Processor". Then choose option 
2, "From a text (ASCID file". 


Enter the pathname <prefix/filename> 
for each file to be converted to a WP 
document one file at a time. Any DOS 
file names that contained a space 
now have a period instead of a space 
and the file name is no more than 15 
characters long. The file will now 
load into AppleWorks as a WP file. 


Save this file to a new disk or, to the 
current ProDOS disk. Use a new file 
name if you do the later. Easy, huh?
